All - I received the following from Darrol Draper. He is not a subscriber to 
QRP-L, but he gave me permission to post his reply to me on my SCAF issues. 
This is a well thought out post, contains lots of useful information, and 
deserves consideration. 


Darrol is not fond of SCAFs and presents an alternative analog filter 
design. I have not forwarded the Excel Spreadsheet he refers to, but if 
there is enough interest I will build a Dr. Megacycle Web site from which 
you can down load it. 


The comments below about adequate IF selectivity are well taken. Put your 
money into narrower IF filters before you go out and buy an audio filter. 


The comments about many sections of low Q are also correct. 
Here is Darrol's e-mail. His address is: dfdraper@ix.netcom.com 


I'm glad you came to the aid of this guy who was stranded without an 
answer. However, I don't agree with your advice on SCAF's. Here's why: 


1. I tried an LM10 once, and found that it only rejected crud at 50 or 
60 dB, at best. This is not enough for a decent receiver, especially 
considering the effort required to get it working. The clock could be a 
bother in a receiver, causing birdies, etc. The construction techniques 
have to be well thought-out, and this is not trivial. There are easier 
ways than an SCAF. Maxim makes some of the world's best IC's, but I 
believe this is a failing of all SCAF's in a single IC. 


2. Ham Radio magazine had a large number of articles on this topic of 
getting the passband shape you wanted, complete with simple math. 
Several authors concluded that for CW, you are far better off with a 
relatively large number of low Q stages. 3 to 8 is a decent system. 
That gives better rejection of off-peak signals and reduces ringing. 


3. This preference for lots of low Q stages falls out of the math for 
any analog (i.e. non-DSP) audio filters. Always, you want less ringing 
and more rejection of undesired signals. There are very sophisticted 
designs, such as the R-2 and a compensated audo filter in a CQ that 
manage to kinda get around this basic problem. 


4. There are two mundane reasons why low Q is preferable. (1) You can 
use readily available R's and C's with ordinary tolerances. (2) Op 
amps have limited bandwidth. Typically, you want the product of Q x 
gain to be at least 10 times less than the GBW of the op amp. You can 
use fast op amps, but they are more prone to oscillation - a real 


problem, especially for (1) novices and (2) DC receivers with AF gain 
exceeding 80 dB. (I speak from hard-earned experience here). Also fast 
op amps are harder to get, burn more power, and tend to be noisier than 
the slow ones. 


5. There are a number of relatively simple circuits for AF filters; you 
can make any of them work. 


6. My favorite filter is a one op-amp circuit published in 
"Electronics" (which was a US trade industry publication) for Dec. 9, 
1976, page 97, "Multiple-feedback filter has low Q and high gain". The 
circuit is a variation on the common Salen-Key filter, with an added 
trick of using unequal value capacitors. It is ideal for receiver AF 
filters because it has (1) high gain (2) low noise (Active filters 
are noisier than regular amplifiers, a fact rarely discussed anywhere), 
and (3) isn't overly critical for parts values (I usually use 5% caps 
and 1% R's because that's what I have readily available. % R's might 
work fine, depending on how fussy you want to be.) I used this circuit 
for DC receivers, where you need lots of gain in the firstr and second 
stages, to achieve a decent NF. Of course, you will want to cascade a 
number of these filters to get a satisfactory receiver. For the 
downstream filters, you can back off on the gain and raise the Q. In 
the 1970's when I played around with DC receivers, I used a common base 
AF amplifier with a 50 ohm input impedance because there was a 50 ohm R 
to ground. The diode mixers really need this 50 ohm wideband impedance 
to get a good DNR (dynamic range). I think I have to thank Ray 
Leweyllan for this idea of a common base AF preamp. It's very low 
noise. You can put a crude AF filter on this transistor, by (1) using 
a smaller coupling capacitor from the input to the base (for high-pass, 
to block any 60 Hz noise), and (2) cutting the high freq gain. I don't 
recall whether I shunted the input with a few hundred pF, or if I put in 
a cap between the collector and base. These help increase the DNR of 
the AF chain. As I recall, at least one of my DC receivers also had a 
passive hi-pass and low-pass set of filters between the AF preamp 
transistor and the 1st active filter. 


This "Multiple-feedback filter", like any Salen-Key filter, expects to 
be driven by low impedance. If you have a high source impedance, it 
counts as part of R1. Keep that in mind if you add R's and C's to the 
input of this filter. 


I am attaching an Exel spreadsheet, Mfb-2.xls It's based on the 
equations in this article, and calculates the values. It's useful 
because design is an iterative process, using the actual parts you have 
on hand, getting the correct impedance levels, etc. 


7. I like superhets with real IF filters. They let you do things like 
true single-signal reception, as well as AGC, which you can bareley do 


without an IF chain. They are quieter, since the AF chain does'nt 
contribute much gain. 


I built dozens of different audio filters with this circuit, and they 
all did what they were supposed to. I never got too wild on impedances, 
Q, gain, or C1/C2 ratios. I suppose if you do, you could end up with 
non-ideal responses. One thing to use iterations for is to recognize 
where a circuit is marginal, and to adjust the design before adding 
parts to any board. I could trace all my measured imperfections back to 
component tolerances. I never had to redo any of these designs. 

Mostly, they were were used in commercial sound gear, for equalizers, 
where you don't want too much Q, and where gain can sometimes come in 
handy. 


I don't have an account with QRP-L. If you want to post this, you have 
my permission. I don't know if you would need permission from whatever 
company published "Electronics". At one time, that was the most 
important trade journal for EE"s as a whole, but it died out in the 
recession of 1982/'83.

I like Doug's thinking and I recall having a conversation with L.B. 
about this topic at Atlanticon. I like the idea of bringing the parallel 
feeds down to a balun and then bringing coax into the house. My shack is 
on the second floor and I have no convenient way to mount outside knife 
switches. Also even if I could bring the parallel lines all the way into 
the shack I'd be taking them through metal siding and flashing. Not a 
good thing for that type of feedline as we have all already discussed. 


Here would be my plan... An 80 (possibly 160) meter loop fed with 
parallel line that would run between 10-20 feet to a balun (4:1?°?? 
6:127?? comments please). From the balun I'd then run about 10-15 feet of 
coax into the house to my tuner and then to the rig. I could put a gas 
gap static discharger in the coax line right before it comes into the 
house and run that down my current ground line from my roof mounted 
vertical to the house/antenna common ground system (All tied into the 
water main as well as a 12 foot ground stake) 


My standard practice in addition to this is to completely disconnct my 
rigs from everything (line - antenna - ground) and I drop my unhooked 
antenna feedlines into a heavy duty glass jar when not in use. 


Any body (especially L.B.) have any thoughts on this idea??? 


>I've used open wire feeders for years here in the lightning country 
>of MT. I've had best sucess using a balun that has a grounded 

>center tap on the antenna side and then feed that with coax from my 
>tuner. It sure helps bleed off the static and protects my gear at the 
>same time. I use a #6 copper to an 8 foot rod from the CT and 

>have had no problems.

You're a little confused. The 50 ohm RF impedence is not the same as 
50 ohm DC resistance. The transmitter final looks like an open circuit 
at DC, which is why static can build up on the antenna and feed lines 
to the point where it will actually damage something. The resistor 
bleeds off the static electricity without significantly affecting 

the RF circuit.

Skip, I bring in my ladderline through 1:1 current baluns to RG-213 coax 
on into the shack. The baluns are the W2DU type consisting of 50 ferrite 
beads on a short length of RG-303 coax. I built these from kits available 
from The Wireman and housed them in lengths of PVC tubing. You can also 
buy the complete baluns at a very reasonable price. Actually, you do not 
save enough making up the kits to make it worthwhile. 


The coax lines are 12.5 ft long. The antennas are a 40-meter EDZ of 168 
ft about 30 ft high and a 40 meter full-wave loop at about 20 feet. I 
find that using single lines is more convenient than preserving the 
balanced line format on into the shack. Also, I am confident that the 
W2DU baluns are much more efficient than typical 4:1 baluns as found on 
antenna tuners or as external units to be used outside the shack. 


The loss in such short coax runs is negligible even at 10 meters with 
large SWR present in the coax line. Because the ladderline is always 
being operated with usually a substantial SWR, there is no point in 
trying to "match" to the 450 or 300 ohm impedance of the line with a 4:1 
or 6:1 balun or whatever. Just go for the transition scheme that results 
in least loss combined with a physical situation you can live with. For 
me that meant W2DU current baluns transitioning to RG-213 coax on into 
the shack. 


Works great!

I did something very similar but used a piece of one eighth thick brass 
plate in place of the plexiglass.

I also tapped some holes 
in the plate so that I could attach equipment grounds on the inside.

Just a couple of notes. 


The "balun-at-my-window" technique has been used for many years 
successfully. THe first known publication of the system appears to be a 
letter in Karl Thurber's CQ column perhaps 20 years ago. The system is not 
a "no-loss" system, but is in stead a compromise. On 10 meters, 20' of 
RG213 has a loss of about 1 dB with a 10:1 SWR, and anything lower in 
frequency or SWR or shorter length is lower loss. So, for the advantages 
of coax in the shack, one accepts the loss on any given band. 


My bestg suvvess has been with ferrite choke baluns (W2DU or derivative 
designs), which are inherently 1:1. Any kind of balun with reactance is 
another loss source, but here of unknown amount depending on the specific 
device used. 


I prefer 1:1, since the only tghing I want to do is to ensure that all 


antenna currents are within the coax--more exactly, that the fields are 
between the center conductor and braid, with nothing on the outside. 
Since the complex impedance at the antenna is transformed continuously 
along the line, it may already be low at the linction with the balun-coax, 
and a 4:1 balun may make it too low for antenna tuner efficiency or 
ability to handle--again, depending on the design. Those who have used 
4:1 baluns with no problems simply have not hit that case. The key to 
remember is not the ratio of the characteristic impedances of the lines 
involved (for example 300:1 or 450:1). The key is the actual value of 
impedance at the terminals, which is a complex function of the antenna 
impedance on any band, the line Zo and velocity factor, and the line 
length. For a given antenna, if you can measure these values for each 
band, you can obtain a balun or build one that is suitable, but for 
general purposes, where these values are unknown, I tend to prefer the 
ferrite choke over coax designs or variants, sometimes called line 
isolators. 


If the system is not in use, the antenna should have a disconnect at the 
entry point to the house--perhaps a knife switch outside the window. A 
heavy strap or wire (braid is less effective) to a ground rod is most 
desirable--on the premise that you have no practical way to place the 
antenna safety grounding system away from the building. Keep exposed 
feedline ends outside. A lightning strike on a line ended in a glass jar 
may create shrapnel upon even a partial strike, since the hgeavy current 
heat the feedline with explosive speed. Isolation of all gear (as I tend 
to express it, as if it was still in the shipping carton) is also good for 
equipment protection. However, always think in terms of what will save 
the house--since gear melted down in a house fire is no better than gear 
incinerated by a direct strike. And the house also has family members 
whose value is too high for estimation. 


Unless one is in commercial communications or in emergency service, it is 
unwise for any ham station of any power level to be connected to the 
universe of strikes and surges when a. not in use, or b. during an 
electrical atmospheric event. Since strikes and surges at a distance cand 
propagate, using a main house surge protector and smaller ones near 
equipment is good (but not perfect) insurance at low cost. Smaller surge 
protectors tend to have faster response times than heavy duty ones for 
main service box use, so the combination is useful for protecting 
sensitive receiver circuits, etc. Their use with other sensitive 
equipment is also desirable, given not only the TV/stereo/computer 
equipment in the home, but as well the controls of most large appliances. 
Likewise, bleeder resistors or chokes that carry building charges before 
they can rise off to the ground line mentioned earler are also good 
insurance for the receiver front end. 


With these kinds of protections in place (and properly installed ground 
rods and interconnection to keep the voltage gradient from point ot point 


in the overall DC, AC, lightning ground system as low as possible), the 
need for spark gaps disappears. However, a discharge device of 
professional design is useful with a good ground line as a hedge against 
forgetfulness. For Murphy always has a thunderstorm in his pocket for 
people who forget to swtich over and disconnect after operating. 


Hope this is useful to you. Like my previous note, it is still only the 
beginning--and everything has be be detailed by each operator against a. 
specific circumstances and b. expanded reading in expert sources.

Hello Y'all - - 


I agree with L.B 100%. In my former life as a broadcast engineer, common 
practice on series fed (read that insulated from ground) AM vertical 
antennas, was to install a spark gap across the base insulator of the tower 
to shunt a sufficiently high voltage to ground. The primary purpose for 
this was to shunt the majority (note that I didn't say "all", or even 
"most") of a lightning strike to ground. The trick was to adjust the gap as 
close as possible, while keeping it from arcing over on modulation peaks, 
with a sufficient margin allowed for changes in the dielectric constant of 
the air in the gap. They would also commonly arc over from static buildup, 
typically when an electrical storm was anywhere in the area. 


Point two concerning shunt bleeder resistors, I used this method for years 
on HF mobile antennas. I usually used a 10K to 100K two-Watt carbon 
resistor installed at the base. One common broadcast practice is to shunt 
an inductor across the base insulator to provide a constant bleed off of any 
static build up on the tower. A common rule-of-thumb is to use an inductive 
reactance value from 10 to 100 times the RF impedance at that point. The 
spark gap was still installed across the base to take the load of a faster 
lightning strike.

Howdy, 


This last week I got back to work on the (relativly) low cost HF 
signal generator project and now it's starting to look like 
something! 


I put the PLL chip back in, as my clever software PLL emulation 
scheme only sort of worked. The generator now tunes 400 Khz to 31 Mhz 
in 1 Khz min steps. There's a little gitter on the signal below 600 
Khz, but not too bad. the PLL is currently using a 4 Mhz reference 
clock, but will probably change that to 10 MHz, so a TCXO could be 
subsituted, should one turn one up. 


I decided to go with a LED display. A LCD module is more convenent 
and easier to interface, but the LED display is just so much easier 
to read, especialy if it's not right in front of your face! 


Finally, I added an AGC leveling circuit, so the output signal now 
has a consistant level over the whole tuning range. Was hopeing to 
advoid that, but just couldn't get away with out it. Turns out it 
wasn't all that hard to do. 


So, the hardware is finally about done, time to start adding features 
to the software, like a sweep mode and RS232 control.

As I indicated in an earlier post, I have had an itch to 
acquire/repair/build a frequency counter. Well, nothing 
resembling one has come my way so I have been working on 
building one. Available parts included two Maxim ICM7217 
chips (4 digit Up/Down Counter) so I rigged up a circuit 
using both in tandem to get 8 digits. 


The circuit uses a 4.9152 crystal that was scrounged off 

of some computer board. The oscillator is divided down 

by a factor of 6144 using an 'HCT4020 (pins 1 and 2 fed to 
an 'HCTOO to provide the reset pulse) to get an 800 cps 
pulse. The oscillator is further divided down through a 
string of decade counters to 80, 8, 0.8 and 0.08 cps. 

The latter three signals are selectable with a rotary 

switch and fed to the gating circuitry for the Maxim 

chips (providing the STORE, RESET and COUNT inputs). 

The 8, 0.8 and ©.08 cps signals are drawn off the last digits 
of the BCD decade counters so they are actually, after 
inversion, gating signals with durations of 0.1, 1 and 10 s. 
The time spent in the OFF state is only 25% of the ON 

time so that the display does not waste (much) time 

while not counting. 


When I finished building this circuit, I discovered that 
the counts measured from a test oscillator were not 
consistent on the three gate time settings. They should 
have been clean multiples of 10. However, the shorter gate 
times gave counts less than expected. For example: 


Gate time: 0.15 1s 10s 


Count 99929 999463 9994798 


It appeared that the gating signals were being "shaved" 

by a fixed amount of time (apparently about 17 microseconds). 
Tweaking the oscillator's trimmer (in the counter) or using 
different test signals did not affect the ratios. 


To test this idea and to see whether I could remedy this 
error, I built a circuit to add a delay in the negative 
transition of the gating signal. Basically, this was a 
trim pot feeding a schmitt trigger with cap to ground. 
Output of the schmitt trigger (inverter) was combined 

with an inverted "copy" of the input signal to a NAND gate. 
In this way I could add a fixed (and trimmable) correction 
time to the gate signal. 


With the circuit in place, and using the same test signal 
the results were: 


Gate time: 0.15 1s 10s 


Count 99948 999483 9994826 


Now the counts are numerically consistent. Problem is 
solved but I have no idea where that error originates. 
Anyone have any ideas? Is it a flaw in the Maxim chips? 


Now I have to calibrate this thing. Any suggestions?

I have been working on a gel-cell charger for a sports-medicine 
application - based on the UC3906. Our application is for a 1.2aH 
battery. This charger includes a circuit to shut off the load if the 
battery voltage drops below the set minumum voltage (to protect the 
battery). It also has circuitry for LED indicators - charger ON, charge 
enabled, and battery voltage low. The setup allows charging of the 
battery while running the load via an external power supply. 


The offer - help me smoke test a few: 10 kits available for $26.00 
(shipping included). Like I said in the subject, a weird offer. If you 
order one, I will supply you with parts for a kit rated for your 
battery. To use this kit you will need a 15-18VDC power supply. Your
